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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 , 27-31 , 44 and 45 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
such as Mitchell et al. (5741433) discloses a controlled-release supplement coolant 
additive for use in diesel engine coolant systems comprising a core containing at least 
one supplemental coolant additive (SCA) active component and a polymeric coating 
material encapsulating said core. The references cited fail to suggest coolant additive 
composition in which the coolant additive is dispersed throughout a matrix wherein the 
matrix has a time-released feature. Therefore, it would not have been in the preview of 
the skilled artisan to create the instantly claimed slow release coolant additive in view of 
Mitchell or any of the other references cited.
